Con- 
Unuali'y wo are called upon to witness the pitiful 
sight of some poor mortal degrraded by the. Inherent 
weaknesses of his own personality. Constantly .with' 
in ourselves we feel the vulnerability ' of certain 
Inner flaws, or momentarily become the victims of

by self-deception which conceals errors, and 
magnifies excellenciès, or by the Indlscrimitiate 
pessimism which' refuses to recognize his poî^| 
ors for goods. He must avoid the. pessimism 
which would persuade him. that he has .no pow- 
■■■ . er qver;::hl8 . nàturçî;'.^nd ; he mùst-jalsokolearlyj 
Tocognice that- thIff*power 'i8"^nbV un. 

Such Is the process of ;self -scrutiny 
examination that constitutes the Initial stéiT oft-tHé 
road towards full sélf-reàllzatlon. As, Edmund 
Burke said, "It Is the {lerogatire of man to be In a 
great degree a creature of his own making." Weak 
persons blame their failures on bad luck or fate 
the strong, man admits his own responsibility, and 



we should be 
combatting. We should l>e striking 
out on our own, t^dventurlng. Inde- 
pendent." 

"The Church must adnilt, tbeta^:' 
ousatlon of communists, ;that she has. 
In the past, ;been subsen^Ient to ah 
alarming degree. But- at the same
